INCREASED POLITICAL CURIOSITY ABOUT TRIAL TRIGGERED BY 
NEWLY-ANNOUNCED APPOINTMENT OF CHIEF DEFENSE ATTORNEY 
TASRIF AS PRESIDENT SUHARTO'S ATTORNEY IN SUIT AGAINST 
MURTOPO-CONNECTED MAGAZINE OVER STORY RE SUHARTO'S ROYAL

1. JAKARTA PRESS NOV 5 REPORTS THAT IN THREE-HOUR PRE- 
SENTATION AT 49TH SESSION OF SIREGAR TRIAL NOV 4, CHIEF 
PROSECUTOR ROMPAS DEMANDED 12- YEAR SENTENCE FOR SIREGAR 
ON PRIMARY CHARGE, SUBVERSIVE ACTIVITIES UNDER 1963 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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SECURITY DECREE. ROMPAS ARGUED THAT, SINCE PRIMARY CHARGE 
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PROVEN, ALTERNATE CHARGE OF ATTEMPTED COUP NEED NOT BE 
CONSIDERED. BULK OF ROMPAS STATEMENT DEVOTED TO REVIEW OF 
EVIDENCE SUBMITTED THAT SIREGAR GUILTY UNDER ALL FOUR SUB- 
SECTIONS OF FIRST OPERATIVE SECTION OF 1963 DECREE: 1) UNDERMINING 
IDEOLOGY AND POLICY OF STATE (PRINCIPALLY THROUGH OCT 24 STUDENT 
PETITION); 2) UNDERMINING AUTHORITY OF GOVERNMENT (THROUGH 
STATEMENTS ABOUT NEED FOR REFORM. DESIRABILITY OF STUDENT

2. PROSECUTOR STATED THAT WHILE SIREGAR’S YOUTH AND LACK 
OF PREVIOUS ARRESTS WERE EXTENUATING FACTORS, HIS COURT- 
ROOM CONDUCT, LACK OF REGRET AND EFFORTS TO PASS 
RESPONSIBILITY TO OTHERS COMPOUNDED HIS CULPABILITY. 

SIREGAR REPORTEDLY LAUGHED AT CONCLUSION OF SESSION AND 
LEFT COURTROOM SMILING, ACCORDING TO PRESS "AS THOUGH 
NOTHING HAD HAPPENED." TRIAL RESUME NOV 18 TO HEAR 
SUMMATION STATEMENTS FROM SIREGAR AND HIS DEFENSE COUNSELS. 

3. PREVIOUS COURT SESSION (48TH) HELD OCT 23, DEVOTED 

TO SUBMISSION OF ADDITIONAL DOCUMENTARY EVIDENCE (PRINCI- 
PALLY PRESS CLIPPINGS AND GOVERNMENT STATEMENTS) CONCERNING 
JANUARY 15 RIOTS AND PRE- JANUARY STUDENT ACTIVITIES, AS 
WELL AS BRIEF FINAL QUESTIONING OF SIREGAR BY JUDGES.

4. COMMENT: REQUESTED 12-YEAR SENTENCE FAR LESS THAN 
POSSIBLE MAXIMUM PENALTY (DEATH) UNDER 1963 DECREE, AND 
REASONABLY CLOSE TO WIDESPREAD SPECULATION THAT SIREGAR 
WILL RECEIVE FIVE TO TEN YEAR SENTENCE. PROSECUTION 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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ARGUMENT THAT COUP CHARGE NEED NOT BE CONSIDERED BECAUSE 
SUBVERSION CHARGE ADEQUATELY PROVEN WILL NOT BE TAKEN 
SERIOUSLY, IN VIEW OF RELATIVE INCONCLUSIVENESS OF PROSE- 
CUTION CASE AS PRESENTED DURING TRIAL. PROSECUTION
